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A NEEDED CHANGE IN THE METHOD 
OF FEEDING CATTLE. 

A change is coming, and that speed- 
ily, in the method of feeding cattle in 
the corn and grass states, or the great 
feeding states of the west. For the 
most part our feeders fre following 
the methods of their fathers. These 
worthies were wise in their generation 
and their methods were possibly the 
best that could be devised at that-time 
and under their circumstances. The 
country was comparatively’ thinly 
settled. Land was cheap; corn was 
cheap. Comparatively small portions 
of their lands were seeded down to 
grass. They fed mature steers and fed 
not for the purpose of growing beef but 
finishing beef cattle grown on cheap 
feed—wild pastures, wild hay, and the 
roughage gathered from the corn fields. 
It was not the custom then to cut up 
corn, much less shred it or put it in 
the silo. It was wise in them to take 
these mature steers, generally two and 
three years old, put them in the feed 
lot, feed them half a bushel of corn 
per day and with what roughness the 
animal desired after filling up on corn, 
and allow the “hogs to follow” to 
gather up the waste. There was al- 
ways some absolute waste but less 
than a person a stranger to these 
methods would ordinarily suppose. 
The steer could not digest the half 
bushel of corn, but his digestive sys- 
tem simply put it in good shape for 
the hogs that followed, and cattle feed- 
ing was quite profitable under these 
conditions when the feeders could ob- 
tain an advance of $1.00 or $1.50 per 
hundred on the live weight of his cat- 
tle when put in the feed yard. 

We are under entirely different con- 
ditions now. First, we are feeding 
younger cattle. The three-year-old 
steer is no longer. Those that are 
put in the feed lots are from one to 
two years old. We grow beef now in- 
stead of fattening cattle. Land instead 
of being from $25 to $40 per acre 
ranges from $75 to $100 in these great 
feeding states. Land is being brought 
into cultivation more thoroughly every 
year. The hog population is increas- 
ing and with it comes the increasing 
danger from the diseases usually fatal 
to hogs which pass under the general 
name of hog cholera. The days of 
cheap corn are past. There are better 
facilities for feeding cattle. There 
have been great improvements in ma- 
chinery, such as the corn harvester, 
the corn shredder; great improvements 
in the preservation of forage through 
better barns, especially through silos. 
We have improved machinery for 
grinding grain, chaffing hay, and our 
readers should wake up to the possi- 
bility of fattening cattle with a little 
more than half the corn they did 
formerly by putting it in such shape 
that the animal can make better use 
of it; in other words, digest it more 
thoroughly. Farmers in older coun- 
tries find that they can make splendid 
gains on a little over half the grain 
ration we use and call that heavy feed- 
ing. It is a question in fact whether 
ten pounds of concentrates with 
chaffed hay furnishing a suitable bal- 
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ance is not more profitable than fifteen. 
It is no longer a question whether 
fifteen is more profitable than twenty- 
five. 

There is another side to the ques- 
tion. Elsewhere in this issue we have 
spoken of the. habit of large feeders 
of keeping cholera in stock and making 
their farms a sort of hog pest hcuse, a 
source of infection to the neighbor- 
hood, involving very serious loss to the 
small farmers round about them. The 
adoption of the improved method of 
feeding will go far to remove this 
danger. When corn is ground and hay 
chaffed and the cattle fed on the im- 
proved methods, there is need of fewer 
hogs to follow. In fact, the English 
farmer never thinks of such a thing. 
He does not believe it when he is told 
that hogs will pick up a living follow- 
ing cattle. Where his methods are 
followed they would starve. We do not 
believe the English method is alto- 
gether practical in this country; in 
fact, we know it is not, but we do be- 
lieve that a partial adoption of his 
method by putting the feed in condi- 
tion that it can be more perfectly 
digested and assimilated is not only 
proper and practical but that it is the 
wise method from both the scientific 
and farmer standpoint. 

We are quite well aware that in say- 
ing all this we are opening up a very 
wide subject and that many of our 
readers will disagree with us. In order 
that the facts may be brought out, we 
would be very glad, indeed, to hear 
from them whether they coincide with 
our views or not. This year is one of 
the best of all years to try the new 
method. No matter what kind of 
weather we have for the next two 
weeks, corn is to be high priced and 
fat cattle will bring high prices during 
the next summer. Feeders mav very 
well therefore consider the proposi- 
tion of changing their methods, finish- 
ing their cattle with more hay end less 
corn, reducing the number of hogs re- 
quired to follow, thus reducing the 
danger from losses from cholera in 
their own herds and the losses in the 
herds of their neighbors. 





LOOK OUT FOR CATTLE SCAB. 

A year ago we warned our-readers 
to look out for scab, especially on any 
cattle that they bought from the 
ranges. We told them that the scab 
was widely distributed through a good 
deal of the ranch country and that if 
they bought cattle infected with it 
they would have trouble. Some of 
them neglected the warning and had 
trouble, and plenty of it. Cattle scab 
is variously known as mange, scabies, 
cattie itech, and range itch, each of 
which names fairly well describes it. 
The cause is a small parasite very 
closely resembling the mite which 
causes scab in sheep. It is different, 
however. The scab in sheep will not 
produce scab in cattle, nor will the 
mite that produces the scab in cattle 
produce scab on any other animal. It 
is little use to look for it with the 
naked eye. You can very easily, how- 
ever, note the effects. The first thing 
you notice is intense itching of the 
skin and the shedding of the hair in 
spots. The larger the number of 
mites, the greater amount of itching 
and rubbing and the greater the num- 
ber of hairless spots. Young cattle 
and poor cattle suffer more than cat- 
tle in good flesh, and cattle on pasture 
relatively little. In fact, we are in- 
clined to believe that there are a good 
many herds in the west that are sup- 
posed to be entirely free but which 
will develop the scab during the winter. 

“How do the cattle take the scab 
and how does it multiply?” we imagine 
we hear some reader inquiring. Cat- 
tle take it from contact with other 
cattle or by rubbing against the fence 
posts and trees against which diseased 
cattle have rubbed, or from cars in 
which infested cattle have been car- 
ried, or stock yards from which they 
have been shipped. The female, like 
that of many other pests, has a vast 
capacity for multiplication. She pro- 
duces from twenty to twenty-four eggs, 
which hatch out in seven days, and by 
the time the young are fourteen days 
old the females begin to lay eggs, and 
thus a.-single mite under favorable 
conditions may produce in ninety days 
a million or more. 

How to get rid of them? One way 
is to sell the cattle off and go out of 
the business. They will live a long 
time, but it takes so much time to 
scratch that they have no time to eat, 
and while not many under ordinary 
management actually die, cattle in- 
fested with the scab are wholly un- 
profitable and might as well be dead. 
The other way is to kill the scab by 





using almost any kind of good sheep 
dip and making a thorough applica- 
tion of it, and then the tenth or 
eleventh day afterwards repeating the 
operation. 

Where a man has a large herd, the 
cheapest way is to construct a dipping 
tank in- which he can immerse the 
cattle completely. Two minutes’ time 
in the dipping tank with any good 
sheep dip will kill all the mature mites. 
Sometimes it will kill the eggs, but 
it is not safe to depend on that. Put 
the cattle in a clean place, say in a 
new yard, and then about the tenth or 
eleventh day run them through the 
tank again and keep them away from 
their old yards for a month, that being 
the longest period that the mite can 
live apart from the animal. This will 
do the business effectively. 

Where a man has a small herd, it 
will not pay him to build a dipping 
tank, but none the less he must apply 
the dip by hand with a brush or a 
sponge and apply it all over. Other- 
wise, he will simply have enough mites 
left over to develop in the course of a 
few months and have his cattle in 
about as bad a condition as ever. It 
is no use to dip cattle and then put 
them back into the stable or vard in- 
fested with mites. They should be 
put in a clean yard where they have 
not been before, or in the field. In this 
case the work must be done with abso- 
lute thoroughness and the second ap- 
plication is quite as necessary as the 
first. Bear in mind this one thing, that 
the mite can only be killed by an ap- 
plication of some kind of dip. 

We do not know how extensive this 
disease may be in farm herds. We 
know that it exists in some. We there- 
fore raise this note of warning. We 
would not buy any cattle infested with 
this scab mite unless they had been 
thoroughly dipped, and we would make 
the second application after we had 
them at home. We have pointed out 
the difficulty of dealing with this dis- 
ease as well as the possibility of cur- 
ing it in order that our readers who 
are buying cattle to put in their feed 
lots may be fully advised and save 
themselves all this trouble and loss. 
No man_can feed fifty cent corn to 
cattle that are badly infested with the 
mange, even if he were to get three 
dollars per hundred advance cn the 
purchase price, at a profit. 





A VICTORY FOR KANSAS STOCKMEN 


The stockmen of Kansas have been 
in controversy with the railroads for 
years past with reference to ? just, 
fair, and reasonable rate on live stock 
shipments from Kansas points to 
Kansas City. In 1899 the roads began 
charging a rate per. hundred pounds 
instead of the car load rate which had 
been in existence previous. The stock- 
men made complaint to the railroad 
commission, which. ordered the old 
rate restored. Appeal was made to the 
Lyon county court, which decided in 
favor of the cattle -men. The roads 
let the matter drift along until the year 
was almost out, when they took the 
case to the supreme court, where it 
dragged along until a new legislature 
dissolved the old board of commission- 
ers, and the court dismissed the case, 
leaving the hundred pound rate in 
force. 

It is alleged by the cattle men that 


this amounted to a twenty per cent 


advance in rates, although -the. rail- 
roads claimed that they did not want 
any more money from the farmers but 
simply wished to prevent cars from 
being overloaded. 

Recently the railroads announced an 
advance which practically amounted 
to fifteen per cent on present prices. 
The rate was advanced at a large 
majority of the stations, lowered at a 
few, and left stationary at a few, but 
the average advance is said to be about 
fifteen per cent. They brought the 
matter before the new railroad com- 
mission and the railroads resisted 
mainly on technicalities, for example, 
that the commission had no jurisdic- 
tion inasmuch as the rates had not 
been put in force; that the cars were 
unloaded in Kansas City, Missouri, in- 
stead of Kansas City, Kansas, and 
hence it was interstate traffic; that 
the cattle that were unloaded in 
Kansas City, Kansas, were southern 
cattle from outside the state, and hence 
this, too, was interstate traffic. 

We have no space for an abstract of 
the testimony. Suffice it to say* that 
when the commission determined they 
had jurisdiction the railroads made 
the following statement: 

“In view of the present bad condi- 
tion of the cattle. markets and the de- 
pression in the industry, and in view 
of the fact that the service rendered 
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by the roads is not what it should be. 
despite our great efforts towards 
remedying the same, the railroad 
agree to postpone for a time the -put 
ting into effect of the proposed rates 
reserving the right, however, to pu 
the same into effect when condition 
justify.” 

Therefore, for the present at leas 
this question is settled. From tes 
mony introduced at this hearing it 
quite evident that Kansas stockm: 
are paying a good deal more freight « 
cattle than the farmers in Iowa, N 
braska, and Missouri are paying f 
like distances.. This might be jus 
fiable in a new and unsettled countr 
but with the railroads in Kansas ha 
ing more business than they can pos 
bly attend to properly, there is no « 
cuse for it under the circumstanc 
We congratulate the Kansas stockm: 
and Kansas farmers on their victor 
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SELECTING SEED CORN. 

We urged our readers only a week 
two ago to keep a close watch on t 
fields from which they expect to select 
their seed corn next year and mark for 
use as seed the best ears that ripen 
earliest. Our reason for calling atten- 
tion to it again at this time is that 
many of our readers have at least 
small plats of corn of seed brought 
from a distance, generally south, which 
they are trying to acclimate and thus 
secure the quality of good breeding, or 
corn of good type, with as great a 
quantity of corn as can be grown in the 
latitude in which they live. It is quite 
probable that much of this corn will 
be killed by an early frost but some 
of it will ripen, and it is these ripe 
ears that should be chosen for seed 
the next year. In about three years 
these purer types of corn can be ac- 
climated in different parts of the coun- 
try and add from five to ten bushels 
of corn per acre to the ordinary yield. 

Certainly this is worth looking after, 
and we are quite sure it will work, but 
the farmer must keep an eye on these 
early maturing ears and mark them so 
that he can secure earliness with qual- 
ity and quantity. The ears that get in 
this year out of the way of probable 
frost will be worth a good deal of 
money. 








FARM MORTGAGES. 
The American Investor in a current 
issue says: 
“Have you observed how the reputa- 


ble farm loan stands firm and solid 
during all the troublous times? About 
the only thing connected with them 


that is disturbed is the quantity taken 
up by investors. The country may be 
shaken to its very roots with al! sorts 
and manners of panics, but the farm 
loan holds fast to its integrity. People 
must have the products of the soil upon 
which to subsist, and these essential 
necessities can come only from the 
farm. A security based on an actual, 
not an imaginative necessity, is of the 
very highest rank in quality.” 

And it says truly. Stocks itmay go 
up and down, may be worth par this 
year, two for one three years from now, 
or fifty cents on the dollar, as the case 
may be, but a mortgage on a farm in 
the corn and grass states drawing five 
per cent interest is a more solid and 
better security than any stock which 
gives a net return of five per cent on 
the purchase price, which is more than 
most of them do at current quotations. 

Farm mortgages are not subject to 
manipulation. They are the first lien 
on property that has as nearly as is 
possible in this world a permanent pro- 
ductive value that when _ properly 
farmed furnishes the stuff to feed the 
world, the absolute necessities of hu- 
man nature. They are not a desir- 
able thing for the speculator who 
profits on the fluctuation of values, but 
for the investor there is nothing bet- 
ter. They are as safe as government 
bonds, if not so readily negotiable.

LARGE HAY CROPS. 


Our readers who subscribe for New 
England and other eastern agricultural 
journals may have read with some lit- 
tle incredulity the reports of the phe- 
nomenal hav “rops raised by Mr. Clark, 
of Connecticut, five, six, and seven tons 
per acre. We have been watching Mr. 
Cark’s methods for some time and have 
written him for a somewhat detailed 
eccount of them in the hopes thereby 
that we might help our readers to grow 
larger hay crops on the richer soils 
of the west. 

Mr. Clark grows hay on but a few 
acres, sells his hay at from $15 to $20 
per ton, and uses commercial fertil- 
izers quite freely. We quote his 
method of preparing an acre of land for 
grass, whether worn out or otherwise: 
Beginning July list, he goes over it 
twice the first week with a double 
action cut-away harrow in half lap, 
and the second time at right angles to 
the first. The second and every sub- 
sequent week until August 1st he goes 
over it once in half lap and each time 
at right angles to the preceding, thus 
harrowing it or digging it‘ five times 
in July. If any foul roots remain, he 
goes through it with a grass hoe which 
lifts out the roots down to-.a depth of 
eight or nine inches, rakes these off 
and burns them, then follows in half 
lap with an eight-foot smoothing har- 
row with a leveling board, and finally 
plows with a cut-away plow to the 
depth of six or séven inches, then har- 
rows the field with a double action 
harrow once a week until September 
ist, say three times, then plows and 
sows the grain. The expense of pre- 
paring each acre in this way he figures 
at $9.00 and the additional cost of seed- 
ing to wheat at $2.00. He then adds 
a spring dressing of bone, potash, and 
soda and expects to reap a thirty bushel 
crop of wheat worth eighty cents per 
bushel. 

About the 10th of July, after har- 
vesting his wheat, he goes over the 
field twice in half lap with a double 
action harrow, the second week plows 
with a Torrent plow and follows with 
a smoothing harrow, then harrows 
once a week for four weeks, plows 
again to a depth of six or seven inches, 
and sows his grass by hand with the 
very. greatest care, going over it if 
necessary four times in sowing by 
hand, then applies more bone, potash, 
and soda, harrows the seed in with a 
smoothing harrow in four different di- 
rections; then rolls the land smooth, 
keeps everything off the fie'd until 
April, then applies a spring cGressing 
of commercial fertilizers, thus going 
over .the land the second year thirty- 
two times before sowing and eight 
times afterwards, giving the land forty 
cultivations in this year. 

The man who can sell his hay at 
from $15 to $20 per ton and his wheat 
at 80 cents per bushel can afford to 
go into this intensive farming.- The 
man who sells his wheat at 50 cents 
per bushel and his hay at $4.00 per ton 
can not afford it. We believe in thor- 
ough cultivation, intense cultivation if 
you like, but always in farming land 
at a profit, and there is an intense 
cultivation which is unprofitabie in re- 
gions of broad acres and cheap lands. 

While, therefore, we do not advise 
our readers to follow Mr. Clark’s 
methods entirely or to any very great 
degree, nevertheless, these methods 
furnish them some important lessons: 
First, the necessity of thorough culti- 
vation within the limits of profit. 
There is a great deal of land east and 
west which is counted worn-out but 
which. has an abundance of dormant 
fertility—fertility locked up—and needs 
only some good farming to make it 
produce abundant crops. We always 
advise our readers who purchase worn- 
out lands to first give the land a taste 
of good farming; second, to get it to 
clover as quickly as possible; third, 
feed the clover to stock and haul out 
the manure. This is a prescription 
that will work every time where the 
land ever was good. Where land never 
was good, it is no use to try to make it 
good; it can not be done. 

Our readers may ask how we would 
apply this eastern method under west- 
ern conditions; for example, how we 
would undertake to grow a first-class 
meadow or pasture. Beginning, as Mr. 
Clark does, with sod, we would begin 
to plow in the fall as late as we could 
and be sure of gettmg it finished be- 
fore the ground freezes up. Why? The 
frost of. the corn states of the Missis- 
sippi valley is a better pulverizer than 
any tool ever invented by man. There- 
fore, reach out and get the help of 
Jack Frost to do your work. We would 
not ‘plow ordinary prairie land ‘more 
than from six to eight inches deep in 
the fall of the year.. The next spring 
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we would plant to corn after going 
over it with a disk once a week if the 
ground was in good condition for till- 
age until about the 10th of May, when 
we would plant to corn. We would 
cultivate the corn thoroughly not less 
than four times, and six or seven if 
conditions required it. This thorough 
plowing and cultivation would rot all 
the old sod and put the land in first- 
class condition for a crop of winter 
wheat, or, if winter wheat was not 
advisable, early oats or barley. 


To secure thorough cultivation, if 
we put it in winter wheat, we would 
disk it in on this prepared sod and 
thoroughly harrow the next spring, 
when we would sow our grass seed and 
harrow it in thoroughly. There is no 
danger of hurting the wheat. It will 
be all the better for the cultivation 
even if you seem to have covered up 
a third of it. If for any reason we 
should fail in getting a stand of grass 
on the grain, then we would as soon 
as the harvest was over replow and 
thoroughly cultivate by going over 
with a disk several times up to about 
the first or middle of September, de- 


is, therefore, to the interest of all | 


classes of people that cotton be kept at 
a reasonable price, and hence the par- 
ticular iniquity of the present cotton 
corner. None the less, we believe that 
those who are managing this corner 
know something of what they are 
about. 


For the jast two or three years the 
cotton boll weevil has been threatening 
the destruction of cotton growing in 
parts of the south. It came in from 
Mexico and has been steadily coming 
north through the great cotton growing 
regions of Texas, which state grows 
about one-fourth of the entire crop of 
cotton in the United States. The state 
has offered $50,000 to the man who 
will suggest a remedy, but neither state 
nor nation has been able in the slight- 
est degree to check its ravages, nor 
do we believe they ever will. If they 
do they will do more than has ever 
been done with any other great pest 
in all past history. The reason why 
the cotton boll weevil gets in its work 
is because cotton is in the cotton sec- 
tions almost the exclusive crop, and 
wherever any crop is grown exclusive- 
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pending on the amount of moisture in 
the ground, and then seed down to 
timothy, putting on clover in the spring 
following. 

The essential thing after all in Mr. 
Clark’s method is the thorough culti- 
vation to render active the dormant 
fertility of the soil, get rid of weeds, 
to get such a thorough fitting of the 
soil as will enable the grass seed to 
grow a thick stand. A meadow treated 
in this way and sown to timothy or 
timothy and clover should last for sev- 
eral years, and while it would not bring 
five or six tons per acre, should bring 
anywhere from two to four on first- 
rate land. There is a good deal of 
grass seed thrown away by reason of 
a lack of thorough fitting of the soil. 





THE CORN AND COTTON CROPS OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


The United States has a practical 
monopoly of the corn and the cotton 
crops, producing from three to four- 
fifths of the total of each of these 
crops for the entire world. Just now, 
as we write, both of these crops are 
hanging in the balance, and the magni- 
ture of their yield is largely a matter 
of weather. It is particularly so in the 
ease of corn. The first fifteen days 
of September will determine the value 
of the corn crop. Few realize what is 
involved in the failure of one or both 
of these crops. 

The cotton crop of last year is in the 
hands of speculators who have pushed 
the price to a point where factories 
are shutting down, laborers are being 
thrown out of employment, and cotton 
is even being re-exported from Liver- 
pool and Antwerp to America because 
of the boom prices offered by those 
who are running the corner. While we 
have no doubt that the prices are 
higher than the supply and demand 
warrant, nevertheless we believe that 
the days of cheap cotton, like the days 
of cheap corn, are over. 

High priced cotton is world-wide in 
its effect. It affects hundreds of thou- 
sands of operatives in England-and the 
continent as well as in the United 
States. It decreases our exports of 
manufacture cotton to China and the 
Orient, and it compels all users of cot- 
ton, practivally all civilized people, to 
pay higher prices, and therefore fur- 
nishes a demand for higher wages. It 


ly nature sends in a pest and issues 
her imperative mandate: Stop that; 
rotate your crops; adopt diversified 
farming. 

The cotton factories over the world 
are hugging the delusion to their souls 
that there is a vast area of undiscov- 
ered country capable of growing cot- 
ton. Cotton is a child of the tropics 
and can not be grown north of the 
south line of Kansas, and one must go 
down some distance into Oklahoma 
and the Indian Territory before there 
is heat enough for cotton. Nor can it 
be grown on thé plains for the same 
reason that corn can not be grown. 
Hence, about the only cotton territory 
yet unopened is the Choctaw, Chicka- 
saw, and Creek reservations of the 
Indian Territory. The demand for cot- 
ton is increasing by leaps and bounds. 
A few years ago 5,000,000 bales was 
enough for us, and now it 1equires 
11,000,000. 

The increase, therefore, in the future 
must come from improved methods of 
cultivation. It is difficult to induce 
northern farmers with all their intelli- 
gence to adopt improved methods of 
cultivation of corn and grow sixty 
bushels instead of thirty, but how 
much more difficult must it be to in- 
duce the unintelligent negro and the 
searcely more intelligent cotton 
planter to change the methods of a 
lifetime and grow a bale to the acre 
instead of half a bale.. While dear cot- 
ton makes dear clothing for the world, 
dear corn makes dear feed for the 
world, for corn is the basis of all our 
fattening foods in the west as well as 
the basis of scores of manufactures of 
which corn is the raw material. We 
believe that the days of both cheap 
corn and cheap cotton are past. The 
corn country has practically all been 
taken up. It can be extended north 
somewhat by the acclimation of the 
earlier varieties to the climate, but 
then only to meet home consumption. 
It can not be extended south to any 
very great extent because of the corn 
weevil and cotton boll worm, quite dif- 
ferent from the cotton boll weevil. It 
can not be extended west because of 
elevation, and hence the increase in 
corn in the future and the better feed- 
ing of the world depends not on in- 
creased acreage but on improved 
methods of cultivation. 

When the northern farmer is com- 
pelled to improve his methods of corn 
cultivation, he will do it. The cotton 
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planter has had every reason in the 
last two years to improve his methods 
but the improvement has been very 
slight. Northern men moving south do 
not grow cotton to any great extent 
because they are face to face with the 
color problem. They grow rice, small 
fruits, and almost anything but cotton. 
The acreage of corn tends to diminish 
rather than increase largely by the 
wearing out of corn lands, and there- 
fore the enforced rotation of crops. 
This last, however, will in the end tend 
to increase the yield per acre in which 
lies the hope of the future farmer and 
the hopes of the hungry nations. 





THE AUTO FIEND. 


The multiplication of automobiles in 
the cities and the reckless way in 
which they are run by rich men who 
are carried away with the new play- 
thing will render it necessary for states 
to enact legislation during the next 
year regulating under severe penalties 
the speed at which these red demons 
are run. There is no doubt a good 
deal of excitement and exhilaration 
in going along the road at the rate of 
twenty, thirty, or forty miles an hour, 
It may be fun to the owner or the man 
who runs the automobile, but it is 
possible death to other persons who 
have a prior rigit to the use of the 
roads. The legislatures of every state 
and all legislative powers of every civ- 
ilized nation will be compelled, and are 
now being compelled, to enact 
stringent laws regulating this new 
method of travel. The lowa legisla- 
ture will meet during the next winter, 
and we hope they will not adjourn ua- 
til they enact legislation that will make 
traveling in automobiles reasonably 
safe to those who don’t use them. 

We do not care much what happens 
to the reckless fellows who do use 
them. If they are killed or injured 
the blame is upon their own heads and 
the loss to the country is not very 
great. There is, however, serious dan- 
ger to travelers, and public safety re- 
quires prompt and vigorous action in 
the way of regulating the speed. Until 
this is done, the farmer should not be 
censured who with a shot gun holds up 
the man who is rushing along the 
road past his house at rapid speed. The 
public have a prior right to the roads, 
and their rights should be enforced, if 
not by law, then in some other way. 





ANALYSES OF FOODS. 


Professor Weems, of the Iowa Ex- 
periment Station, has been making a 
number of analyses of foods bought in 
the markets of Iowa City. It is re- 
ported by the Iowa daily press that he 
is finding about 75 per cent of the cider 
vinegar adulterated and a large per 
cent of the marmalades and catsups. 
This is what we would expect. If the 
farmer wants pure cider vinegar in 
Iowa, or anywhere else, he can make 
it himself and be sure he has the 
genuine article. If the good wife 
wants pure catsup, the best way is to 
make it at home. Other states have 
pure food laws and hence it would be 
quite reasonable to expect that Iowa 
would be made a dumping ground for 
all kinds of abominations. Iowa needs 
a pure food law and we hope the 
analyses will go on until we find out 
the extent of the adulterations and 
hence know how to correct them by 
proper legislation. 


IS THERE DANGER FROM FEEDING 
TANKAGE? 


A subscriber wishes to know if there 
is any danger of getting hog cholera 
by feeding tankage. He states he has 
heard of two cases where feeding tank- 
age was followed by cholera. 

We do not think there is the slight- 
est danger of hog cholera from fee 
tankage; neither is feeding ¢ 
any preventive of hog ec d 
Whether hogs take the cholera or not 
depends on whether the germ is intro- 
duced. The process of preparing tank- 
age would, we think, be sure death to 
germ life in any case. We have been 
feeding tankage for some weeks to our 
own hogs and they seem to be in the 
very pink of condition. 

This is our view of the matter, but 
if there are any well authenticated 
cases as a result and not merely a 
consequence we would like to hear of 
them.

Storms, unanimously elected at the 
late meeting of the board of trustees 
as the president of the Iowa College 


of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. 
Our readers will be interested in 
knowing something of the history and 


views on educational matters of the 
new president. 

Dr. Storms was born and reared 
a farm in Washtenaw county, Michi- 
gan, and as early impressions are al- 
ways the most lasting, he will be no 
stranger to agriculture. He received 
his education at the Ann Arbor High 
School and graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. In 1893 he re- 
ceived a degree of A. M. from Ann 
Arbor, passing examinations for the 
master’s degree in philosophy, history, 
and English literature. In 1901 the 
Lawrence University conferred upon 
him the degree of D. D. 

Dr. Storms entered the ministry of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, serv- 
ing pastorates in Hudson, Michigan, 
and for eight years in Detroit, and later 


was called to the pastorate of the 
First Methodist Episcopal church of 
Madison, Wisconsin, and from thence 


to the pastorate of the First Methodist 
Episcopal church of Des Moines. 
While actively and successfully en- 
gaged in the ministry Dr. Storms has 
all his life been deeply interested in 
educational work as well, and has been 
a careful student of the educational 
methods as illustrated in the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, for which his pastor- 
ate there furnished him excellent op- 
portunities, and in the colleges of the 
middle west where opportunity offered. 
He is a thorough and enthusiastic be 
liever in the effort now being made to 
bring the colleges of the land near to 
the common people, and bringing them 
to bear more closely on the needs of 
actual life. He is, therefore, a thor- 
ough believer in schools that devote 
themselves especially to the training 
of men and women for the highest effi- 
ciency in life, combining scientific 
thoroughness with this technical train- 
ing.

Keeping Cholera in Stock. 
If any man were to seriously pro- 
pose that it would be to his advantage 


or to the advantage of the community 


to keep cholera in stock so that an 
outbreak could be counted on with 
certainty every fall of the year, he 


would be regarded as a lunatic of the 
first water, and fit only for the asylum. 
Nevertheless, what 
some of our cattle feeders are doing 
Their hogs have an attack of cholera, 
quite frequently from the purchase of 
stock hogs in sections where ihe corn 
crop has been a failure from bail, or 
drouth, or flood, and as soon as the 
outbreak occurs they ship everything 
out, and, feeling that steer feeding 
would be unprofitable without hogs to 
2at the offal, they buy in the course 
of a month of six weeks, fill uy their 
yards, and in the course of a month 
or two have another outbreak, which, 
naturally, spreads through the entire 
community, causing losses on the part 


that is precisely 





the hog growing states, and sooner or 
later they will be compelled for self- 
protection to take the matter into their 
own hands and compel feeders to fol- 
low out their own best interests and 
keep their yards clean and free from 
cholera. 

There is another way that the matter 
can be reached, but by a somewhat 
slower process. It will, however, cer- 
tainly come, and that is in a reform in 
the methods of feeding cattle, of which 
we have more to say in a separate 
article. 


The Feeding Value of Soft Corn. 


(Continued from front page.) 

Feeders we presume will not be as 
crazy to buy soft corn this year as 
last. They have learned by experience 
some things which books and news- 
papers can not tell them They will 
not pay a very good price for this soft 
corn, but if the farmer has: no stock 
of his own, or does not care to feed 
it, they are the best customers to whom 
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of innocent neighbors to the tune of 
many thousands of dollars in order to 
save a few hundred dollars in offal to 
themselves. 

We have heard of one feeder who 
has during the last summer cleaned 
out and filled in three times and thus 
made his farm a source of infection to 
the entire community. We have fre- 
quently known of feeders shipping in 
hogs from districts where corn is 
searce, shipping them through infected 
yards, unloading them through infected 
yards, and then wondered why their 
hogs took the cholera and wondered 


why it spread to their neighbors. What 
else could they possibly expect? They 
simply invited calamity, and _ their 


neighbors suffered the consequences. 
We know of no way of reaching this 
class of feeders immediately. A way 
will be found by and by. Legislation 
may reach them; in fact, it does in 
some states, the veterinary officers tak- 
ing possession not merely of this class 
of feed yards but of all feed yards 
where cholera has broken out, and for- 
bidding the purchase of other stock 
until the yards have been thoroughly 
and completely disinfected. The time 
will come when the great hog states of 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, and 
Missouri will adopt this method as Min- 
nesota has adopted it already. It can 
not be done too soon. Public senti- 
ment is perhaps not ready for it yet, 
and law without public sentiment to 
support it is always a farce, but the 
people can not stand the losses from 
these annual incursions of cholera into 





he can sell. Possibly a good deal of 
our corn may reach the condition 


when the steam drier, as in some pre- 
vious years, can make it a merchant- 
able article; possibly not. It all de- 
pends on the weather in the next two 
weeks, and we are no weather profit, 


and hence can not make any calcula- 
tions. 
Where the farmer harvests his corn, 


let us caution him, as we have already 
done, against putting it in too large 
shocks. Where corn is cut before its 
time and has an unusual amount of 
water in it, the shock sixteen hills 
square, or fourteen hills square, or 
twelve hills square, is too large, and 
mold will inevitably follow, thus great- 
ly damaging the quality of both the 
fodder and the corn. The farmer must 
use good, common sense judgment in 
this matter. When a boy in the east 
we put up corn in shocks eight hills 
square. In the west, in ordinary sea- 
sons, we make the shocks sixteen hills 
square, or just four times as large. 
Farmers who harvested their corn and 
put it in large shocks last year lost 
a good deal by reason of mold. We can 
not tell what the weather will be, but 
we will have to use our best judgment, 
being careful not to get the shocks 
too large, and where shredding is done 
to shred just as quickly as possible. 

What to do with this harvested 
corn? It will not pay to go through 
and husk it by hand after it is har- 
vested; therefore, it must be fed to 
live stock either from the shock or 
shredded. 
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Which Corn to Harvest. 

Farmers who have some corn that 
promises reasonably well and other 
which it has been quite clear for some 
time will be only fit for fodder, write 
us that they are in a quandary as to 
which to harvest; whether to harvest 
and shred their good corn and leave 


the poor corn for roughness to be 
gathered in the field, or whether to 
harvest the poor corn and feed that 


with or without shredding and leave 
the good corn to stand. 

This is another of the questions on 
which no safe rule can be laid down 
which will fit all conditions and cir- 
cumstances. This very late corn is fit 
only for forage and our impression 
would be that in general it would be 
better to get all the good possible out 
of that. If corn is frozen when quite 
green the leaves, in which is a great 
part of the nutriment, will be worth 
very little. They will crumble with 
drying weather that follows severe 
frosts, and the high winds later in the 
season will leave nothing but the bare 


stalks and husks. When corn is 
mature, the loss of the leaves is much 
less even when allowed to stand in 


the field, and, therefore, we had rather 
risk leaving the good corn stand un- 
harvested than the poor, where it is 
not possible to harvest all. 

Another consideration is that by har- 
vesting the poor corn first you allow 
the good corn to get the benefit of 
every day’s heat which the season will 
give. It will get all that is possible 
of the heat that is going, and thus 
bring the corn to the greatest possible 
measure of ripeness.

The average condition of the oats 
crop on September Ist was 75.7 per 
cent, against 87.2 per cent last year, 
and a n year average of 80.6 per cent. 
On the subject of the oats crop in 


Iowa, the Grain Dealers’ Association’s 


report gives some interesting particu- 
lars. Eight of the districts report 
vields which average 28.43 bushels on 


the basis of thirty-two pounds to the 
bushel. Only about two per cent, how- 


ever, of the oats will weigh thirty 
pounds and over, and half or more of 
them will weigh under twenty-four 
pounds, The number of actual bush- 
els is, therefore, greater than given 
above, but the quality is poor. 


According to the government report, 
he ten principal oats states this year 
have an average of 75.6 per cent and 
a ten year average of 80.6. The effect, 
therefore, of a cursory reading of the 
report without noticing this important 
fact ij give the impression of a 
greater yield than actually exists. 

The condition of barley, rye, and 
flax is about the same last year, 
and about the average last ten 
years.

Lung Worms in Calves. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Last winter the loss from verminous 
bronchitis, the disease caused by the 
presence of small, thread-like worms 
in the air passages, was quite large in 
many sections of the state, and from 
reports now being received it would 
seem that the same disease will give 
us much trouble this season. A letter 
just received contains the following: 

“My yearling calves are affected 
with a peculiar disease. They looked 
well in the spring and have had good 
pasture and care, and yet have run 
down in flesh all summer. A few 
weeks ago I killed one of the worst 
cases and found the bronchial tubes 
filled with long, thread-like worms. To- 
day I killed two others, and found the 
worms had gone farther into the lungs, 
notwithstanding that our veterinary 
surgeon treated them three times with 
a fluid injected into the _ bronchial 
tubes. I would be pleased to hear if 
there is any cure for it.” 

While outbreaks of the disease in 
question have been occasionally met 
with the number of herds attacked 
was small and the loss consequently 
light. However, under the favorable 
conditions existing last season end this 
for the development of many kinds 
of animal parasites the disease has 
appeared on many farms, and as it is 
not capable of successful treatment the 
question has assumed considerable im- 
portance. 

The parasite causing the trouble, 
Strongylus micrurus, is similar to the 
lung worm of sheep and swine. The 
adult worms inhabit the _ bronchial 
tubes, and in some cases are so numer- 
ous that the smaller air passages be- 
come completely filled with the para- 
sites and mucous secretion caused by 
their presence. As a result of the ir- 
ritation, plugging of the tubes, etc., 
the normal action of much of the lung 
tissue is interfered with, the normal 
supply of pure air so essential to health 
is not obtained, and unthriftiness fol- 
lowed by actual disease results. The 
amount of disturbance depends upon 
the number of parasites and the 
amount of lung tissue involved. 

Calves become infected by drinking 
from ponds or pools containing the 
embryo worms or by pasturing on wet 
land where older cattle infested with 
the parasites have grazed. The eggs 
coughed up by the animal harboring 
the worms, in the presence of heat 
and moisture, undergo a certain de- 
gree of development and constitute the 
source of infection. When taken into 
the system of susceptible animals the 
embryo worms in some way reach their 
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favorite location in the air passages 
and rapidly develop into mature lung 
worms. Old or mature cattle while 
harboring the parasite, usually in lim- 
ited numbers, are sufficiently strong 
to withstand their effects and conse- 
quently the disease is only recognized 
in calves or yearlings. However, the 
presence of a few parasites in the 
bronchial tubes of the older cattle in 
a wet season in pasture where the 
water is obtained from a pond may 
serve to cause a serious outbreak of 
disease in the calves. In a dry season 
with no chance to drink except from 
a well no trouble would occur. The 
unusual number of outbreaks report- 
ed last winter was no doubt due to the 
unusual rainfall last season. 


In herds where calves are found 
dying, with lung worms present in 
large numbers, intestinal parasites are 
also usually found present in more 
than normal numbers. It would thus 
appear that death is due to a combina- 
tion of circumstances. 


The symptoms of parasitic bron- 
chitis are easily recognized by the con- 
tinued unthriftiness and the prominent 
husky or wheezy cough. When com- 
plicated with intestinal parasitism 
diarrhoea is a prominent symptom. 
An examination of the bronchial tubes 
after death leads to an easy detection 
of the worms if present, and an ex- 
amination of the intestinal tract if 
carefully made after first opening the 
gut will show the presence or absence 
of worms in this region. 

Unfortunately, the disease under dis- 
cussion is not satisfactorily treated. 
It should be prevented when possible. 
The removal from the herd of all ani- 
mals showing a chronic cough and al- 
lowing the herd to drink oniy from 
wells or a good running stream will 
usually prevent a serious outbreak 
among the calves. 

The treatment necessary to prevent 
serious loss in a herd of calves affected 
with lung worms should begin early. 
After an animal becomes badly affected 
no treatment will prove satisfactory. 
So far no effectual method of destroy- 
ing the worms in the bronchial tubes 
has been found. Even if the parasites 
could all be killed the calf has become 
so weakened and reduced in flesh as 
to be of but little value. 

The old method of placing the. af- 
fected animals in a closed building and 
making them inhale the fumes of burn- 
ing sulphur may do some good, but is 
of doubtful value. In carrying out 
this treatment an attendant should re- 
main in the building with the calves 
to guard against death of the animals 
from too much gas being generated 
and to keep up the supply of fumes 
for about one-half hour. Authorities 
who recommend this remedy state 
that the fumigation should be repeated 
daily for several days and then at in- 
tervals of a week for a few times for 
the purpose of destroying the young 
worms appearing after the first appli- 
cations.

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for its object the destruction of the 
worms by injecting some vermicide, 
like oil of turpentine, directly into the 
windpipe was highly recommended 
several years ago. Further trials, how- 
ever, have shown the method to be far 
from satisfactory. My own experience 
and that of many others has shown 
that the worms are not killed by the 
injections. To kill all or a large ma- 
jority of worms in the bronchial tubes 
it is necessary to introduce a strong 
irritating solution into the windpipe 
in such a quantity as to endanger the 
life of the calf. Dr. Stiles, the zoologist 
of the bureau of animal industry, after 
trying the use of various preparations 
in this way, says: “Summarizing the 
subject, I know of no treatment which 
can be relied upon to kill the lung 
worm of cattle and sheep.’ He is’ also 
of the opinion that intestinal parasites 
play a more important role in connec- 
tion with the lung worm infection than 
is generally supposed. In some exper- 
iments made in Texas by Dr. Stiles a 
one per cent solution of coal tar creo- 
sote in water, given for the destruction 
of intestinal round worms, gave prom- 
ising results. Of the one per cent 
solution he mentions the following 
sized doses: For lambs, four to twelve 
months old, two to four ounces; year- 
ling sheep and older, three to five 
ounces; calves, three to eight months, 
five to ten ounces; yearlings, one pint. 

The early treatment referred to 
should consist of sustaining the 
strength of the animal by giving in 
addition 


oats and oil meal. Any animal showing 
indications of trouble should at once 
be removed from the herd and placed 
in a separate pasture so situated that 
it does not drain onto the land where 
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to the feed obtained in pas- | 
ture a grain ration containing a little | 








the rest of the herd is kept. At this 
stage the inhalation of gas or the in- 
jections into the trachea may be tried 
as more benefit will result from early 
than late treatment. In later stages 
when weakness and debility are appar- 
ent some good tonic and appetizer 
should be given. A mixture of equal 
parts of sulphate of iron, ginger, and 
genitian, in doses of two teaspoonfuls 
to each calf once a day, can be used 
for this purpose. 

The fact that wet seasons are favor- 
able to this as well as other forms 
of parasitism must not be lost sight 
of, and in such seasons at least especial 
pains should be taken to not pasture 
young animals, either calves or sheep, 
on wet, undrained land, where drink- 
ing water can be obtained from pools 
or a pond. That an animal harboring 
the parasites serves to infect others 
must also be borne in mind, and an 
early separation of the sick from the 
well carried out. 

As will be noted from the foregoing, 
the loss from the lung worm parasite 
should be prevented rather than cured. 
For various reasons wet land should 
be drained and the practice of making 
ponds in the pasture to afford drinking 
water for stock is a bad one and should 
be discouraged.

Unheard of Values in Stoves 


The Stock Breeder’s Duty to the 
Farmer. 


Eastern and central Kansas farms 
are not the productive acres of twenty- 
five years The virgin soil, then 
rich, now shows the effect of continued 
cultivation; of shifting winds and dash- 
ing rains; and with no attempt to re- 
store or maintain the original fertility 
the acres have grown less productive, 
and changed conditions have made the 
growing of wheat and corn for market 
unprofitable. The range of those days, 
when pasture was abundant an cheap 
and stock was grazed at trifling cost, 
has gone forever; today prairie pas- 
tures are small, and on many farms 
extinct. Farms are growing smaller 
and the quarter section farmer is to- 
day the backbone of Kansas agricul- 
ture. The various changes have forced 
upon the farmer of this day intense 
agricultural methods, diversified farm- 
ing, and a new system of economy 
Getting nearer the point, I mean to say 
that the manure produced on the farm 
must be returned to the soil, where it 
will make one acre produce what 
formerly grew on two; one horse must 
do two times the work he once did; 
one cow must produce the profit of 
three formerly; and each farmer will 
grow corn, oats, Kaffir corn, sorghum, 
millet, alfalfa, and ensilage corn—a 
combination of feeds defying hot 
winds, drouths, chinch bugs, or grass- 
hoppers. 

The early day pirating and preying 
on nature is at an end; a system of 
actual farming is presented for adop- 
tion, and to the farmer who wishes 
success, the pig, cow, and calf will 
each contribute. In this scheme the 
dairy becomes a significant factor and 
its importance to the success of the 
small farmer is quite generally con- 
ceded. The past few years Kansas 
creamery interests have grown re- 
markably and are considered as assum- 
ing a respectable proportion in the ag- 
greg rate wealth of the state. Yet the 
farmers of this great state are realiz- 
ing only in a very small way the meas- 
ure of success which is to be attained 
from dairying under Kansas condi- 
tions, which conditions from every 
standpoint outrival any other state of 
this union. 

The possibilities of the dairy farmer 
in this moderate climate, on low priced 
land, with cheapest and best milk pro- 
ducing feeds on earth, is demonstrated 
by a list of twenty-five Kansas farmers 
whose annual income per cow from the 
sale of dairy products alone ranges 
from $40 to $80. This list, compiled by 
Professor Otis, appeared in the twelfth 
biennial report of the Kansas Board of 
Agriculture. The number of cows in 
the respective herds producing these 
results range from five to thirty-five 
and are located in fourteen counties in 
different parts of the state. These re- 
sults have been accomplished nv care- 
ful selection of common cows, by 
proper feeding and good care. Seven 
out of every ten farmers in this state 
can accomplish these average results 
with the cows of their present breeding 
if they will. With these results on 
each quarter section of land in cen- 
tral and eastern Kansas, what a pleas- 
ure would be the drawing of the pic- 
ture of the thrift and contentment en- 
joyed by Kansas and her lusty sons 
and daughters. 

The assessor’s returns places the in- 
come from dairy products for the aver- 
age cow for the year 1900 at $10.46. 
This average income will not admit of 
a great degree of enthusiasm. Com- 
paring this, however, with the results 
of the twenty-five farmers, the product 
of whose herds has been referred to, 
ample reason and opportunity is af- 
forded for the philanthropist, the man 
of ideas and energy who may desire to 
favor his state and fellow men, and 
build for himself an everlasting monu- 
ment, by pointing to the cow owner the 
way to greater success. Herein enters 
the mission of the stock breeder, who 
in nine of every ten cases is the leader 
of activity and thought in his com- 
munity, who has learned the lesson of 
selection, good breeding, good feeding

The progress of things in a dairy 
way in this state is retarded, Tf think, 
by the attitude which the farmer as- 
sumes with reference to dairy bred 
stock. Professional dairymen in dairy

Her 
yeneral purpose has been shown in one 
of her sons which headed a herd of 
milking Short-horn cows and proved a 
highly prepotent sire, and after service 
was slaughtered. At five years his live 
weight in breeding condition was 2,080 
pounds. 

I might refer to several dozen reg- 
istered Short-horn cows which have 
made creditable records, each possess- 
ing good dairy form, but to do so would 
unnecessarily accumulate evidence in 
support of the proposition that there 
is a milking Short-horn representing 
those strains of the breed which years 
ago were bred, fed, and handled for 
milk.

presented as of greatest importance, 
and beef a secondary consideration. 
This explanation holds good so far as 
the dairy strains of each breed is con- 
cerned. 

The Red Poll breeders have taken 
the hint and are pushing their breed 
as the ideal general purpose animal in 
strong terms, and are using the state- 
ment of Honorable James Wilson, sec- 
retary of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in which he says: 
“From data at hand it is shown that 
the claim made for the Red Polls as 
the dual pupose breed is fully estab- 
lished, and after an experience of 
thirteen years I know of no breed com- 
parable to them to meet the require- 
ments of the general farmer.” 

I do not propose discussing the rela- 
tive merits of the Short-horn and Red 
Poll. The milking strains of these 
breeds, the former in the World's Fair 
dairy test and the latter in the model 
dairy at Buffalo,-have made enviable 
reputations as milk producers. The 
references suffice to support the fact 
that in each breed there is the foun- 
dation upon which can be established 
a pure breed-of dual purpose animals 
which will meet the hearty approval 
of farmers generally. The cropping 
out of partially concealed dairy’ breed- 
ing in occasional animals. gives the 
owners of such cows ample foundation 
upon which to begin selection, breed- 
ing, and feeding, and in twenty-five 
years the expert breeder and feeder can 
produce animals of superior dairy qual- 
ity from the females of either breed. 
I am certain that Kansas offers a field 
into which the Kansas breeder of Red 
Polls and Short-horns has not yet 
dared to venture.—T. A. Borman, sec- 
retary of Kansas Dairy Association, 
before Kansas Stock Breeders. 





Winter Feeding Bees. 

About the first of September we re- 
move all surplus honey, either comb 
or extracted; then, after this is cared 
for, we go through each colony and 
inspect the amount of honey and bees 
n‘the brood chamber. If we find a 
colony with more bees than we think 
is necessary to winter well, we chang 
places with the weaker ones, and in 
that way even up the number of bees 
in each stand. We prefer not to have 
too many bees to go into winter quar- 
ters with, and would rather have a col- 
ony that covers six frames ful] than 
one that covers eight frames. 

We feed all colonies that need it 
and find that nearly all need food. It 
is more profitable to take honey away 
and feed sugar’ syrup. The _ profit 
comes from two: sources. We feed 
from ten to fifteen pounds of granu- 
lated sugar with the same’ weight of 
water, making a total of sugar and 
water fed each colony of twenty to 
thirty pounds, at a cost of fifty to 
seventy-five cents per colony for their 
winter feed Dill. Now this same 
amount in honey would only buy four 
to six sections of honey, and all bee- 
keepers know that that amount of 
honey, or even two or three times that 
amount, would not keep the colony 
through the winter. You would hardly 
dare begin on less than twenty sec- 
tions of honey to winter a colony, and 
that at twelve and one-half cents per 
section, which is an average price in 
this vicinity, would make the cast two 


dollars and fifty cents for winter 
stores per colony. Then, again, the 
bees winter better, there are fewer 


dead bees in the hive in the spring, 
and the colony is stronger in bees than 


those wintered on all honey.—J. C. 
jergen, before Humboldt County, 
lowa, Institute. 





The Fall Seeding of Timothy. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

As to sowing timothy in the fall, I have 
a field of fifty acres that is said by all 
who have seen it to be the best stand 
they It was in early oats. 
I thrashed the oats early, broke the 
ground early, turning under completely 
all the weeds and stubble. I let it 
stand until all the oats that were 
shattered had sprouted. I then used a 
spading harrow on it, cutting the 
ground thoroughly so as to kill all the 
oats and weeds that were sprouted. 
After that I harrowed the ground both 
crosswise and lengthwise and diagon-

them. When I had,;the ground level 


and compact I used a wagon end-gate 
seeder, sowing one peck of pure tim- 
othy seed per acre and following with 
a harrow. During last winter it looked 





I had a fine 
crop of clean timothy hay from it this 
summer. It is now a fine, clean pas- 
ture, and will furnish grass for my 
stock until covered with snow.

Charity. 


To Hearts and Homes: 
“Alas for the rarity 
Of Christian charity 
Under the sun.” 

The one who wrote the above had 
evidently been watching things, and 
as we look about us we can not but 
agree with him. When we take the 
word charity in its broadest sense, 
Christian love, we realize that there is 
far too little of it. And when we con- 
sider how the exercise of it in our 
association with one another would 
transform this daily life, we strongly 
feel the pity of it. It would involve 
the “doing unto others as ye would 
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that others do unto you,” instead of 
what David Harum says is the horse 
trader's motto, and which seems widely 
applied, “Do unto the other fellow as 
he would do unto you, and do it first.” 

By charity I do not mean so much 
that which considers the poor, neces- 
sary and commendable as that is. I 
mean that other charity, the responsi- 
bility to which seems to rest less heav- 
ily upon us, though it should not—the 
charity that takes in all with whom 
we come in contact. I mean that char- 
ity that “thinketh no evil;” that puts 
the best possible construction on the 
lives and visible deeds of others; that 
attributes the best motives it can to 
these deeds; that tries to believe that 
probably the wrong was done through 
ignorance, thoughtlessness, czreless- 
ness, rather than deliberate _ sin. 
How much need there is of that sort 
of charity that makes us slow to dis- 
cuss harshly the deeds of others. We 
seem so inclined, most of us, to meas- 
ure everyone by our own particular 
yard-stick and to condemn where 
others seem to fall short of it, often 
failing to see that those whom we 
measure are much broader at many 
points. 

When we see a friend do something 
that seems to us all wrong it is very 
easy to condemn, very easy to say, “I 
would never have done that.” How 
oiten we hear that assumption of 
greater moral strength, and it makes 
one wonder whether it is justified. It 
is impossible for us to know how many 
times he resisted the temptation be- 
fore he yielded, nor to measure how 
hard a battle he fought. We know 
neither the strength of the tempta- 
tion nor the bitterness nor length of 
the struggle to conquer. 

Possibly we are right; we might not 
have done as our friend did. That 
particular temptation which proved too 
much for his strength may not appeal 
to us. We differ so much. But we 
might have failed if assailed in some 
other way, at some other point. If 
not, our greater strength should be 
a matter of thankfulness rather than 
contempt for the greater weakness of 
another. 

Hereditary tendencies and traits, 
temperament, early training, environ- 
ment, all count for so much that it is 
never safe to say that we would have 
done better in another’s place. Fortu- 
nate indeed are we if we have inherited 
no evil traits. It’s always a ouestion 
whether, given the same temperament, 
training and all, we would have been 
any stronger than another except for 
the Help that never fails us in our 
hour of weakness unless we neglect 
to ask for it. 

There’s much more need of pity than 
condemnation, help rather than blame; 
room for it on every side, all about us, 
and all the time. If you are strong, 
be also kind, and you'll find plenty of 
chances to strengthen and help others. 
Sometimes it takes but a little thing 
to turn the train of thought into the 
right direction and often a little help 
kindly given will tide a friend over a 
dangerous place, sometimes without 
your knowledge. Often just as little 
a thing will drive someone already 
nearly discouraged farther down. A 
harsh or thoughtless remark or act 
may mean the making or marring of 
a life, the value of which none of us 
can measure. 

I find that it is a very easy matter 
to misjudge a person whom you do not 
like. If you will watch yourself, you 
will probably be amazed to find how 
apt one is to judge uncharitably the 
motives and acts of a person one dis- 
likes. A friend whom you like might 
do the same thing and you would think 
nothing of it. Of course it is unjust, 
but it is a hard thing to guard against. 

“Judge not, that ye be not judged; 
for with what judgment ye judge ye 
shall be judged, and with what meas- 
ure ye mete it shall"be measured unto 
you again.” MRS. SMITH. 





A Maize Party. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

An easily arranged, as well as an ap- 
propriate entertainment at this season 
of the year, is a maize sociable, or 
party. The menu and_ invitations 
should be written on maize-colored 
note paper, and if one is handy an out- 
line or sketch of an ear of corn on the 
menu card would be in place, and the 
menu written on the ear outlined. If 
liked, the ear-shape can be cut out, a 
fringe of soft paper attached by a 
minute portion of mucilage to simulate 
the silken tassel of the maize. A form 
should be placed at each plate, to be 
retained by each guest as souvenirs of 
the occasion. The following is a list

can be changed or varied to suit the 
wishes of the hostess: 


Corn Oysters. 

Corn Popovers. Corned Beef. 
Indian Corn Pudding. 
Corn-crib Cake. Popped Corn. 
Coffee. 


Napkins having ears of maize em- 
broidered in the corners, done in crim- 
son or maize-colored silk, are in keep- 
ing. The table-scarf may be of felt or 
cheesecloth in suitable colors. If the 
latter material is used place two thick- 
The corn-crib cake is both 
unique and characteristic of the occa- 
sion. Make as for roll jelly cake, bake 
in long pans such as gingerbread is 
usually baked in; while warm cut in 
strips or slices an inch wide. Two 
lengths will be needed. For example, 
if the larger pieces are twelve inches 
long then the shorter ones should be 
ten inches in length. Cover all sides 
of each slice of cake with icing, and 
arrange on a cake stand in the form of 
a cob house. The inside of the house 
may be filled with popcorn if desired. 
Arrange balls of popcorn in the form 
of a pyramid. The cake and pyramid 
should be as central pieces. 

Drape chandeliers or hanging lamps 
with maize-colored cheesecloth, fes- 
tooning and looping gracefully. The 
cat-tail and golden rod can also be used 
in the way of ornamentation with good 
effect. Ears of maize gilded add much 
to the beauty of the appearance of 
the rooms. One or more crimson ears 
of maize should be suspended from 
each lamp, and the maid found under 
the crimson ears can be kissed accord- 
ing to the same law appertaining to 
the mistletoe. 

The character of the evening’s 
amusement can be determined by the 
hostess. She can simplify it if desired 
and retain only the main features— 
the corn-crib cake and pyramid of pop- 
corn balls, and dependent ears of corn 
should be retained. By proper arrange- 
ment of amusements this form could 
be used for an “All Hallowe’en” party 
with success. DORIS. 





Tried Recipes. 


To Hearts and Homes: ; 

As I have received so much useful 
information from our page in particu- 
lar and all of Wallaces’ Farmer in 
general I wish to add my mite by tell- 
ing Alice E. J. my way of making 
pressed chicken. Take a fat old hen, 
cut it up; salt it, and cook till perfectly 
tender; remove all the bones; pick 
the meat in fine pieces (don’t cut or 
chop it). Have a pint of broth, and 
with dry bread make a dressing. Put 
in salt if needed, pepper, and a little 
sage, and mix with chicken. Put in 
a round deep dish, put‘a plate over it, 
and place a weight on top. Let it 
press over night. If properly pressed 
it can be sliced nicely with a sharp 
knife. 

Will also send my way of making 
doughtnuts as clipped from a farm 
paper years ago. The writer said she 
had used the recipe for twenty years, 
and I thought it must be good. I al- 
ways double the recipe, and sometimes 
treble it. I will give the ingredients 
in order as I use them: One cup 
sugar, three tablespoonfuls of melted 
lard, one egg, one-fourth of a nutmeg, 
one cup of buttermilk, one and one-half 
teaspoons of soda sifted in one quart 
of flour. Stir these up thoroughly, 
adding more flour and a pinch of salt, 
and fry at once. If kneaded a long 
time they will be tough. 

I have a cook book made up of the 
tested recipes from different publica- 
tions, some of them clipped out fifteen 
years ago. AUNT ADDIE. 





Lemon Pie: For one pie take three- 
fourths of a cup of sugar, two eggs, 
and one scant tablespoon of flour; beat 
well together; grate the yellow rind off 
the lemon, then peel the white rind off 
and throw it away, as it is bitter in 
pie; then grate the pulp with yellow 
rind and add to the beaten sugar and 
eggs; now add a small cuv of hot 
water. I use one lemon for two pies, 
using twice the amount of the other 
ingredients when doing so. Save part 
of the whites of eggs for. frosting, and 
bake in a slow oven; do not bake the 
crust before putting the lemon in. I 
like this much better than where you 
have to cook the lemon and bake the 
crust before filling it, as it is a much 
easier and quicker way of making 
lemon pie.

THE CHARACTER OF SAUL. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
on for September 27, 1903.) 


The lessons of the last three months 
snter mainly around Saul, the first 
ng of Israel; therefore, an analysis 
his character may be the most prac- 
cal and instructive method of review- 
g these lessons. The two other main 


1aracters of the lessons are Samuel 

nd David, and it may be interesting 

» note the effect of the influeneé of 

1ese two on the character of the cen- 

‘al figure, Saul. 

Saul is described in history as the 

yn of a stockman of the tribe of Benja- 

iin; a giant in size, about thirty years 
of age, and a young man who like many 
other young men had been from his 
childhood up under the guidance of 
others and had never been thrown on 

is own resources. He is modest, even 
bashful, and even after he is chosen 
king goes back to his farm until 
aroused by the danger of his kinsfolk, 
the men of Jabesh-gilead (I Samuel, 
11). The Spirit of God, peculiar to the 
prophetic school of Samuel comes upon 
him and he realizes for the first time 
his ability and his mission. So far all 
is well. He is now recognized as king, 
especially by the tribe of Benjamin, 
and in the second year of his reign the 
war with the Philistines breaks out 
afresh. 

The people were greatly alarmed over 
the Philistine invasion. A great meet- 
ing had been appointed by Samuel 
within a certain period of seven days 
and Saul and his people were very 
greatly discouraged because Samuel 
did not come until the very last of the 
days appointed. His instructions to 
Saul were to wait until he came and 
Saul was justified in regarding them 
as the expression of the Divine will. 
Saul felt that he could not go into bat- 
tle without sacrifice, and, therefore, 
took upon himself the office of a 
prophet and priest and offered sacri- 
fice. His failure was not in offering 
the sacrifice but in putting sacrifice 
before obedience to the Divine com- 
mand; in modern phrase, putting 
church going above right living (I 
Samuel, 13:14). For this he is charged 
not with wickedness so much as fool- 
ishness, it being his first offense. The 
Lord never casts a man away: wholly 
for one offense. He gave Saul, as He 
gives us all, a second chance, but not- 
withstanding Samuel’s rebuke and the 
warning that the Lord would seek out 
a man after His own heart who would 
do as He commanded, did exactly as 
hé did before, violated the plainly ex- 
pressed letter of the Divine command. 
That command was to make clean 
work of the Amalekites and their be- 
longings. Instead of that he saved 
Agag, their king, to grace his victory 
and the best of the cattle for a sacri- 
fice to the Lord on such a scale as 
had never been offered before in 
Israel. Worse than all, he tried to lay 
the blame of it on the people and to 
insist that he had in all this been obedi- 
ent to the voice of the Lord. It was 
the people that did all the wrong, and 
when finally forced to admit the re- 
sponsibility he claimed that in so doing 
he had nevertheless been obedient; 
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again, and finally, he is told that the 
first duty of the king of Israel is to 
obey the commandments of Jehovah 
and that this obedience is better than 
any sacrifice, or, as we would say, 
church going or contributions to benev- 
olent purposes. 

This second act of disobedience 
causes the break between him and his 
best friend, the prophet Samuel. There 
is not the slightest trace of bitterness 
or bad feeling on the part of Samuel. 
He mourned for Saul all his days as a 
father would mourn over the wicked- 
ness and folly of his son, and prayed 
for him to the end. Saul was so im- 
bittered against Samuel that the lat- 
ter feared for his life when directed 
to = — as the future king (I 
Samuel, 2). 

David new appears upon the scene: 
First, as «ne champion of Israel (I 
Samuel, 17); second, as the one man 
who can soothe the spirit of Saul, dis- 
ordered and imbittered because con- 
scious that he had failed utterly 
through disobedience to the Divine 
command (I Samuel, 16:14-23). Next 
as the hero of’ many battles which ex- 
cites Saul’s jealousy and envy, and 
aggravates the mental and spiritual 
malady, the first cause of which was 
Saul’s positive disobedience (I Samuel, 
18:7-8). Saul realized that he was a 
failure, but, like so many others, in- 
sisted on blaming some one else for 
his mistakes. By this time he is sure 
that David is to be his successor. In- 
stead of recognizing his unfitness for 
the position and that David’s advance- 
ment was in accordance with the 
Divine will, or, as we would say, mani- 
fest destiny, and adapting himself to 
the new order, he determines to kill 
David; at first indirectly, then by posi- 
tive order, and finally by the use of 
all the forces of his kingdom. 

He is now out of touch with all the 
better elements in the kingdom and at 
war with the schools of the prophets. 
The better influences of the prophetic 
spirit which he enjoyed in his earlier 
days visit him no more and he goes 
on from one degree of madness to an- 
other. He has driven David, the na- 
tional hero, from the kingdom. He 
has slain all the priests, from whom 
the revelations of the Divine will gen- 
erally came, except one who is now 
with David in exile. The Lord does 
not appear to himin dreams. He has no 
clear convictions of duty. If there are 
no revelations from the upper world, 
he determines to seek them from the 
under and prostrates himself before 
one of the witches which in a fit of 
righteous zeal he had done his best to 
destroy. For Saul was in a certain 
sense one of the most religious of men, 
but, like many another man since, he 
kept the letter of religion while ignor- 
ing and violating its spirit. For ex- 
ample, in order to carry out the com- 
mand to the Israelites to destroy the 
Canaanites, he destroyed the men of 
Gibeon despite the oath of Joshua that 
they should be unmolested because he 
unwittingly had made a covenant with 
them under the impression that they 
were another race of people altogether 
(Joshua, 9:3-19). He had such regard 
for the sanctity of an oath that he 
would have killed Jonathan in the 
fulfillment of an exceedingly rash vow 
had not the people restrained him. 

One of the important lessons to be 
learned from the life of Saul is that 
when a man is fundamentally wrong 
and refuses to see and acknowledge it 
and reform, nobody can help him. No 
man ever had two better friends than 
Saul had in Samuel and David, the one 
at the beginning of his career and the 
other at the end. But neither Samuel 
nor David could help Saul. Saul’s dis- 
obedience was the source of the deep- 
est grief to the aged prophet. le did 
everything he could to save him, but 
Saul would not be saved because he 
would not be honest with himself. 
Hence, Samuel’s best efforts only made 
Saul the more determined in his evil 
course. 

David did his best to save him. At 
the risk of his life over and over he 
endeavored to soothe his disordered 
spirit. He obeyed Saul’s orders to the 
letter even when he knew that they 
were aimed at his life. He twice 
spared Saul’s life when absolutely in 
his power and appealed to him for the 
restoration of former friendly relations. 
It was all in vain. No man can save 
another unless he Wants to be saved. 
No one, be they friend, brother, father, 
sister, or mother, can help a man out of 
trouble unless he wants to be helped. 





FARMER. 


Unless a man feels the needs of help, 
whether Divine or human, and really 
wants to be helped and is willing to 
help himself, all attempts at help from 
even his best friends only make mat- 
ters worse. In all our attempts to re- 
form men we only make them better 
or worse. This is what Paul meant 
when he said: “To the one we are the 
savour of death unto death; and to the 
other the savour of life unto life.” All 
who are sincerely striving to do good 
to men may well exclaim with him: 
“And who is_ sufficient for these 
things?” 





A Heathen Prayer. 


Four thousand years ago or more a 
poor heathen got his wagon and ox 
team into a rut, and, not knowing any 
better, got down on his knees and 
prayed to Jupiter, the only god he 
knew about, to help him out, and Jupi- 
ter is said to have replied: “Put your 
shoulder to the wheel, and use the 
whip.” 

We have always wondered since 
hearing this story how the poor 
heathen could do both at the same 
time. Nevertheless, the fable teaches 
an important lesson. The way to get 
out of a rut is not by prayer but by 
puttihg the shoulder to the wheel and 
using the whip both on the oxen and 
yourself. Most men move in the direc- 
tion of least resistance, and when a 
man gets into a rut he finds it easier 
for the time being to keepon there than 
to get out. Sometimes it.is prudent 
to keep on in the rut until you get a 
good chance to get out. In this case 
the man should not want to get out 
just at present, but if he has come to 
the point that he wants to get out, 
then the one thing for him to do is to 
put his shoulder to the wheel, and use 
the whip; in other words, make a de- 
termined effort himself in co-operation 
with all the forces that can help him— 
for example, his family, and his hired 
hands. 

Most of us are likely to get into ruts 
and keep on getting in until the con- 
dition becomes critical and even dan- 
gerous. No man, however, can get out 
of the rut unless first he wants to, 
and then puts his shoulder to the 
wheel, and uses the whip. 
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Farmer Boys. 
We often hear the question asked: 


Why ¢o so many boys leave the farm 


to pursue other occupations? Is it 
pecau:: the farm, does not offer in- 
ducem' nts as great as other occupa- 
tions? Or, because their school day 
educa'-on has not been such as to en- 
couras.’ them to remain with the farm, 
hut his been rather to discourage 
them? These are questions receiving 
consid» ration from able men in all pro- 
fessio: They realize the importance 
of the educational enlightenment of 
the farmer that the present rush from 
far'm city may be checked lest our 
producing powers as an agricultural 


become impaired. Let us dis- 


natiol 
cuss te questions: Who is to blame 
for existing conditions, and what is to 
pe the remedy? 

Our educational system is justly the 
pride of the nation. We point to the 
rural school house in nearly every com- 
munity with pride and look to it as 


the pluce from whence is to come the 
men and women of the future. It is in 
these rural schools where the great 
majority of farmer boys receive their 
early education, and if they are to be 
farmers, in many cases their only edu- 
cation. The aim should be to make it 
as practical as possible. Is this done? 
In some cases perhaps it is, but in 
most cases I think not. Too often 
these rural schools are in charge of 
teachers hired not with regard to com- 
petency but because the wages asked 
ate less than are demanded by other 
applicants. Directors argue that 
there is no necessity for farmers hav- 
ing more education than a fair knowl- 
edge of the three R’s, 2nd these can be 
taught by anyone who can use the text- 


books. Such things as nature study 
are regarded as a humbug. If, per- 
chance, a teacher is employed who 


teaches such, he or she is very liable 
to be reminded that nothing of the 
kind is needed in country schools. 

The result is that a farmer’s boy 
at twelve or fourteen years of age has 
completed the educational course in 
the rural schools, and if his education 
is to extend higher he must attend the 
city schools. His experience with farm 
life has been something like this: 

Up to eight years of age he has at- 
tended school regularly three or four 
months each year. Then in the fall 
he is expected to help with haying. 
Next comes corn picking. By the time 
this is completed the winter term of 
school has been in progress two or 
three weeks. He finds himself behind 
some of those with whom he was a 
classmate the previous year. This is 
discouraging. During the winter he 
is called upon from time to time to re- 
main at home and help with the work. 
The last of March spring work opens 
up and his winter’s schooling is at an 
end. The next year is a repetition of 
the previous. Perhaps when he has 
reached his sixteenth year it occurs to 
his father or mother that he doesn’t 
have enough education, so he is sent 
to some nearby town to complete his 
education, or lay the foundation for 
something higher, in the graded 
schools. He finds that his education 
Is very much below those with whom 
he is to associate. A crowd of his 
classmates several years his junior 
will get together and fix up some nick- 
name for him and at recess of his first 
day in the graded schools he must 
undergo the ordeal of being called hay- 
seed and whatever other names the 
boys have given him, besides being the 
contra figure in a game of telegraph- 
pole, 

If he through this without 


goes 
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wavering and is still determined to get 
all there is of education in the graded 
school before giving up, he is in a fair 
way to be something else than a 
farmer. In a short time he is found 
at the head of the class. Soon he is 
promoted. His teacher encourages 
him. He is told of great opportunities 
in business and professional life. He 
stops and looks back to his boyhood 
days on the farm. Oh, how much more 
of pleasure there is in his present life! 
He has no desire to return to the farm. 
His future course in life is mapped 
in other channels than that of farm- 
ing. Perhaps he is an only soa. Age 
is creeping upon the parents. Soon 
they must place the work on the farm 
in younger hands. Where is the boy 
who is their pride; to whom they had 
intended leaving the old homestead? 
Has he deserted them in their old age? 
Go to the city. There you will find 
him following out the course for which 
in his. early life he laid the foundation. 
Can he be expected to take up an oc- 
cupation for which he has not pre- 
pared? No. He is not a farmer. He 
has been educated away from the farm. 
Who is to blame? The old farm home 
so loved by the mother is turned over 
to strangers’ hands and a house in 
town is the place where mother and 
father spend their old age. Have I 
overdrawn the picture, or exaggerated? 
I leave it to you. Let us change the 
scene: 

The day when our boy first entered 
the graded school he became discour- 
aged. He could not meet the demands 
made upon him. He went home. He 
had too much pride to stay in 2. class 


of little boys. He was done with 
schools. He would never go another 
day. He, too, paused to cast a back- 


ward glance over his boyhood days on 
the farm. Nothing but scenes of hard 
work with little reward appeared to 
him. He resolved to be anything but 
a farmer. Good day wages were 
offered at day work in the city. He, 
too, had ambition, but good wages in 
the city were so much greater than 
$18 a month on a farm that he jumped 
at the opportunity. Steady and in- 
dustrious he rose to a good position in 
the place he worked. Let us for the 
sake of illustration say he was the 
elder of two brothers. His educa- 
tion above the country school was ac- 
quired in the school of experience. He 
was successful in his chosen occupa- 
tion. His life, too, was severed from 
the farm. 

The younger of these brothers had 
the advantage of attending school 
much more than the older. He had 
the good fortune to attend a term of 
school under a teacher who interested 
him in the study of the things about 
him. He saw the beauties of nature 
unfolded in the budding flower, the 
noxious weed, the grains of sand, and 
loved to study of chemical changes 
practically demonstrated. AS he 
turned the furrow he studied to know 
why he thus worked. When behind 
the harrow he observed the clods 
crumble and thought about the object 
of doing the work. The seed planted 
he eagerly watched for the appearance 
of the first plants. Their growth was 
carefully observed. It gave him pleas- 
ure to cultivate. As growth progressed 
he studied the flowers. He noted the 
chemical and physical changes and 
wondered how they were brought about. 
By referring to one of his books he 
found the desired information. From 
his early interest aroused in the study 
of nature he at the same time studied 
reading and arithmetic. He observed 
how good writers arranged their words 
and patterned after them. He sought 
to find where various crops, minerals, 
birds, animals, etc., were to be found 


and become conversant with geogra- 
phy. Thus by carrying out the process 
of reasoning to know the why and 


wherefore of things he acquired a prac- 
tical knowledge of those studies farm- 
ers generally consider all-important. 
His education was of the kind that at- 
tached him to the farm. No other oc- 
cupation would afford so much of en- 
joyment. Need we say’ in this case

every-day life not unlike these just pic- 
tured? I leave it to you. To the ques- 
tion what is to be the remedy for ex- 
isting conditions it seems to me there 
are several means whereby great good 
may be wrought. 


In the first place, why not consoli- 
date rural school districts and organize 
graded schools? Do away with the 
school teachers who are in the profes- 
sion only to get money to provide for 
their own enjoyment, and fill their 
places with practical teachers. Build 
school houses that will be a credit to 
a community and keep them up in such 
shape that they will be an inspiration 
to the pupils to strive for something 
higher. A little, old, shabby, unpainted 
school house is no place to educate 
boys and girls in this twentieth cen- 
tury age. 

Get the children interested in the 
studies of nature. Give them more of 
time for school; instead of sixty days 
of school increase it to 160 or 180 days. 
It seems to me that when some such 
system as this is adopted a great step 
will have been taken to promote inter- 
est in farming. Of course this will not 
all be done in a year, or a decade, but 
may we not expect to see improvement 
in our educational system? it is the 
farmers themselves on whom depends 
the improvement of their conditions. 
When, instead of saying “let well 
enough alone,” they wake up to the 
fact that the farming industries are 
yet in their infancy; that there is more 
of actual enjoyment in rural-life than 
in any other calling; that farming is 
the noblest of occupations; that there 
are opportunities on the farm as great 
as there are in any city—then, and not

Look Out for Hog Lice. 

No farmer should even tolerate the 
presence of lice on his hogs. What is 
the sense in feeding fifty cent corn to 
a lot of measly lice which not only 
live on its substance after the animal 
has digested it but that cause him such 
uneasiness that he can not properly 
digest food? No hog can get as fat 
as it should when it is lousy. The 
consciousness that it had lice would 
keep it from properly digesting and 
assimilating its food. 

Farms that are clean of lice should 
be kept clean.. Where hogs on a farm 
are lousy, no pains or expense should 
be spared in getting rid of the lice be- 
fore the winter season. Every farm 
should have a dipping tank, and it will 
pay to run hogs through it once a 
month even if they are not lousy; 
much more so if they are. 

To rid a farm of lice is not an easy 
matter. It is not a matter of a day 
or week, but dipping, keeping clean 
beds, and whitewashing pens will in 
time get rid of them. Where farms 
are clean, every precaution should be 
taken to prevent the introduction of 
this nasty pest. You need to watch 
carefully the boar or the brood sow 
that you purchase this fall. 

We are sorry to say that some 
breeders’ farms are lousy. No breeder 
should permit a hog to leave the farm 
unless he is quite sure that it is free 
from vermin. It should always injure 
the reputation of a breeder to be caught 
sending out a lousy hog. Therefore, 
the buyer should always examine care- 
fully and see that the new arrival is 
clean, and if lousy, he should at once 
register a complaint against the breed- 
er. That is the way to reform the bad 
methods that prevail among the more 
careless sort of breeders. 





Buy the Boar Early. 


Most of our readers will be buying 
boars in the next three or four months 
for use in their herds the coming year. 
We assume that they will buy good 
ones, the best available, and select 
them with reference to the quality of 
their herds. We simply want to drop 
the suggestion that they buy early, and 
we give our reasons: 

By buying the boar early you will 
be sure of getting a good one, or, 
rather, you will have a better chance 
of getting a good one than if bought 
later. There is not a very great deal 
of hog cholera this year, hogs are a 
good price and are likely to continue 
good, if not better, and hence you can 
reasonably expect a very brisk trade 
in really good improved hogs this fall. 
The sooner, therefore, a man buys, the 
better chance he has to get one adapted 
to his wants. 

It is always better to have the boar 
on hand a month or two before he is 
needed, and for two reasons: One, 
that he may be tested so that there 
will be no chance of sterility when the 
time for frequent use occurs. There is 
not much danger of this, but there is 
some. Second, because it may be 
necessary to get him into proper condi- 
tion, which can not.be done in less 
than a month’s time. Many hogs when 
brought to the farm are overfed. They 
have been treated on the theory that 
fat sells besides covering a multitude 
of sins. An animal that has been 
pushed, especially on corn, made as 
fat as he can be made in the time, is 
not in a fit condition for service. He 
needs to be reconstructed. The corn 
should for the most part be taken away 
from him. He should be put on clover 
and fed oats, wheat, barley, or some 
other flesh-forming diet. The change 
should be made gradually and he 
should be given plenty of exercise and 
thus brought up to the highest possible 
degree of vigor when: the time for 
actual work begins. 

The man who waits until the last 
moment is apt to get an inferior hog. 
He is quite likely to get one in unfit 
condition. This may mean the lack of 
a month or two of age on the next 
year’s crop of pigs, which may mean 
the loss of enough money to buy two 
or three boars. 

Still further, the boar should be 
bought early so that there will be op- 
portunity for at least two weeks’ quar- 
antine before he is allowed access to 
the hogs on the home farm. By quar- 
antine we mean that he should be kept 
away from other hogs for at least two 
weeks in order that there may be no 
possible danger of introducing into the

herd the germs of cholera which the 
boar may have picked up on his way 
from the old home to the new. 

In speaking of quarantine we may 
just as well suggest that all hogs 
brought in from another farm, and 
especially brought in from some dis- 
tance, should be subject to it before 
being allowed to mix with the herd. 
Farmers are comparatively safe in buy- 
ing stock hogs from others near by 
where they are acquainted with the 
owner and know that his herd is clean, 
but in buying from strangers we would 
always quarantine. 





The Government Hog Powder. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Judging by the number of inquiries 
received concerning swine ailments, 
and realizing that in many of these 
cases some appetizing condition 
powder can be fed with beneficial re- 
sults, it occurs to me that it would be 
well to republish the government 
formula found in Farmers’ Bulletin No. 
24. This preparation while not a cure 
for hog cholera can often be fed to ac- 
vantage as it increases the appetite, 
improves digestion, and, when given 
for two or three weeks, often leads to 
a very marked improvement in the con- 
dition of the herd. Most druggists can 
put up the powder, or it can be bought 
already prepared from firms advertis- 
ing it in Wallaces’ Farmer. The fol- 
lowing is the formula: Wood charcoa!, 
one pound; sulphur, one pound; 
sodium chloride, two pounds; sodium 
bicarbonate, two pounds; sodium hypo- 
sulphite, two pounds; sodium sulphate, 
one pound; antimony sulphide, one 
pound. 

The ingredients should be completely 
pulverized and thoroughly mixed. In 
case of diarrhoea in the herd leave out 
the sodium sulphate. The dose is a 
large teaspoonful for each 200 pounds 
weight of hogs to be treated. It can 
best be given dissolved in slop. Once 
daily will suffice but a smaller dose 
twice a day is preferable.
